W. Harris Richardson, 2d Lieu- 
tenant in the Army Air Forces, was 
killed in an air collision in Florida, 
June 27, 1944. He enlisted in the 
Army Air Forces in January, 1942, 
and passed the airplane mechanics 
course with honors. He then re- 
ceived training as a Boeing Flying 
Fortress specialist. He received his 
wings as an aerial gunner in 1942, 
and shortly after was accepted as 
an aviation cadet. He received his 
wings as a fighter pilot at Craig 
Field, Alabama, in August, 1943, 
and had the distinction of making 
the best gunnery score in the en- 
tire squadron, receiving an award 
from the Army Air Forces and a 
model of a plane from the Bell Air- 
craft Company, makers of the P-39, 
which he was flying.

Ensign George G. Brown, Jr., has 
received his commission as an en- 
sign in the U.S.N.R. at Fort Mc- 
Donough, Plattsburg, N. Y. He was 
commander of his company, and 
one of 1874 men to receive commis- 
sions in the largest class ever to 
graduate from a midshipman’s 
school.

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Primaries ARE Important 


Following is the final information 
on voting compiled by the League 
of Women Voters: 

8) WHAT IS THE ELECTORAL 
COLLEGE? Each State appoints, as 
its Legislature directs, a number of 
Hlectors equal to the whole number 
of Senators and Representatives to 
which the State may be entitled in 
Congress; in the case of Massachu- 
setts this number is 16. The Blec- 
tors meet in their respective States 
and vote by ballot for President 
and Vice President. The Electors 
nowadays vote automatically as the 
people of the State direct at the 
polls. The results are sent to the 
President of the Senate, who counts 
the votes in the presence of the 
Senate and the House. Thus every 
State is represented in the national 
elections on the basis of its popu- 
lation, and yet every State, no mat- 
ter how small, has at least three 
votes. 

9) WHY ARE THE PRIMARIES 
MORE IMPORTANT THAN THE 
GENERAL ELECTIONS? In the 
general elections the voter can only 
make a choice between two or 
three candidates for office. In the 
primaries the voter has the Oppor- 
tunity to pick an able nominee from 
a wide field. The professional poli- 
tician always votes in the prima- 
ries, and because he alone does so 
consistently, he controls the choice 
of candidate and, therefore, the 
candidate himself. Not until every- 
body votes in the Primaries can the 
nation have a truly democratic 
electoral system, 

(The information given previous- 
lv in regard to a poll tax qualifica- 
tion for voting in Massachusetts 
was incorrect. The poll tax has no 
connection with voting in this state. 
\Iso, in the towns in Massachusetts 
the seleetmen issue a warrant ap- 
pointing the time and place of the 
elections, and the town clerk super- 
vises them, The election officers, 
usually a warden, a clerk, and 6 
deputies, half Republican and half 
Democrats, are appointed annually 
by the selectmen.—Cornelia Fitts)
